Riisenbauni discloses an extruded aluminum heat sink body comprising a mounting land 
1 3 and a plurality of fins 15, wherein the heat sink is black anodized for the purpose of 
improvjtig heat dissipation (column 2, lines 10-13). 

V Since Pei et al, Sauer or Lee et al and Rosenbaum are both from the same field of 
endeavor and/or analogous art, the purpose disclosed by Rosenbaum would have been 
recogTjized i n the pertinent art of Pei et al, Sauer or Lee et al
